Oct. 29.—Here, where the country was 
rent in twain some 65 years ago, Gov. 
Smith tonight struck viciously at two 
things he believes will rend it again— 
prohibition and such organizations as 
the Ku Klux Klan. In addition, Gov. 
Smith for the first time referred to the 
Coolidge foreign policies. 

He spoke more strongly than he has 
ever spoken before. The mocrophone 
literally rang with his words. 

If the governor felt somewhat timid 
before his speech, the crowd soon re- 
assured him once he had begun. 

The crowd that received him on the 
streets today was not as enthusiastic 
or as large as that which greeted him 
at Boston nearly a week ago, but in all 
of his travels in this campaign, he was 
no more vociferously acclaimed than he 
was tonight in the great Fifth Regi- 
ment Armory, where out of just such 
conditions as existed tonight the Dem- 
ocrats evolved Woodrow Wilson 16 years 
ago. It is a mammoth thing, this 
armory, oblong-shaped and local boost- 
ers say it is half a mile long. At any 
rate it has great length and depth, a 
balcony that runs around all of it and 
then just a great pit. 

22,000 in Armory Audience. 


As the governor stood, his face 
wreathed in smiles, before the micro- 
phone, the bright lights accentuating 
the reddishness of his face, there were 
22,000 wild people out there in the gal- 
lery and that pit, so deep that its far- 
thest reaches could not be seen. 

They waved flags, they rang bells, blew 
whistles, sounded the most spine-shiv- 
ering contrivances that could be de- 
vised and the momentum caused great 
fluttering of the myriad flags that 
dangled from rafters high above. They 
were flags of every nation, and every 
stripe, their colors dimmed in the haze 
of the lights and the maze of falling 
paper. It was a riot of péople politi- 
cally inspired. 

Even had only the police been pres- 
ent it would have been a crowd. They 
were lined up in solid file around the 
speakers’ stand and the seats reserved 
for the press, probably 200 of them on 
that detail alone. 


Ritchie and Tydings Speak. 


The blending of the two sections of 
the country that drew apart 65 years 
ago was happily suggested in the sym- 
phony of old Southern songs, “The 
Sidewalks of New York,” “My Maryland,” 
and those rattling tunes that sent the 
soldiers off to France. The crowd was 
at a high emotional pitch even before 
Gov. Ritchie appeared, and he, making 
one of the great efforts of his political 
life, drove it still higher. 

As they would say down in the south- 
ern part of this State, “The Democrats 
sho’ got Mr. Hoover told.” First Gov. 
Ritchie, who was given an ovation of 
his own. Then Senator Tydings, home 
boy, who has been up in New York do- 
ing big Democratic things, took a bow, 
and Senator Bruce took up where Gov. 
Ritchie left off in excoriation of the 
Republican candidate, but Bruce did 
not get far. 

The boy from the sidewalks of New 
York, of whom Ritchie had so feelingiy 
spoken, appeared. He didn’t appear 
exactly. His presence just ran through 
the hall. It took him five minutes to get 
from the rear of the speaker’s stand to 
the front, and in that time he was un- 
seen by the crowd. But they stood 
and waved and cheered, a great big 
hunk of humanity in a delightful 
frenzy.

Although overlooking a package of 
several thousand dollars, a dapper 
young robber, who invaded the Earle 
Theater yesterday morning, otherwise 
carried out successfully, in Western 
“movie” style, a hold-up which netted 
him $2,726. 

Brandishing a revolver with all the 
spectacular flourish of the silver screen 
gunman, the robber forced Manager 
Harry Lohmeyer and Assistant Manager 
Wayne Birdsell to open the theater 
Safe and deliver to him the money 
from an inner compartment.

OPEAK OVER AAUID 


Secretary Tells Why Hoover 
Should Be Elected; Chair- 
man Sees Big Victory.

BOTH ASSAIL DEMOCRATS 


Secretary of the Treasury Andrew W. 
Mellon told why Herbert Hoover should 
be elected President and Dr. Hubert 
Work, chairman of the Republican na- 
tional committee, predicted victory by 
an unprecedented popular vote last 
night in addresses from the radio sta- 
tion of the National Broadcasting Co. 
at the National Press Building. 

Mr. Mellon’s address was his last of 
the campaign to a radio audience and 
Dr. Work’s his “last public address in 
this campaign, making special reference 
to our party officials.” 

Mr. Mellon discussed tariff, immigra- 
tion, agricultural, credit problems and 
then ended his address, which pre- 
ceded that of Dr. Work, by directing a 
question to his auditors and expressing 
his personal attitude toward the elec- 
tion. 

Dr. Work attacked the Democratic 
national record and the manner of 
campaign being waged by Gov. Alfred 
E. Smith and John J. Raskob, who ac- 
cepted the office of national campaign 
manager for the Democratic nominee 
“avowedly hoping,” according to Dr. 
Work, “to ‘put liquor on the family 
table’” and to “ ‘free this country from 
that damnable affliction of prohibi- 
tion.’ ”’ 

“If President Coolidge and the Re- 
publican party have conducted the Gov- 
ernment in a way to merit your ap- 
proval,” Mr. Mellon asked, “and if you 
are satisfied with a continuation of 
the present policies under Mr. Hoover, 
then why change? 

“In my own business experience 
when a management gave me a satis- 
factory balance sheet at the end of the 
year, showing a reduction in overhead, 
@ decrease in indebtedness and, at the 
same time an increase in dividends, I 
would have been very unwilling to see 
a change in management.”

St. Johns, New Foundland, Oct. 29 
(Canadian Press).—The telegrayh op- 
erator at Hillview, in the Bonavista 
district, reported the passage of an 
aircraft, apparently a lighter-than-ai 
Ship, at 7:15, New Foundland time. 
The report did not give the directioy 
of the flight, but said “the ship” was 
circling from side to side.

Reported Off Cape Sable. 

New York, Oct. 29 (A.P.).—Carrying 
a transatlantic air stowaway—a blond 
American youth in his ’teens—the Ger- 
man air liner Graf Zeppelin was home- 
ward bound tonight over the Nori 
Atlantic. 

The huge ship, whose arrival in the 
United States Just two weeks ago today 
thrilled the Atlantic seaboard by her 
majestic size and power, bade farewell 
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to her American hosts at 6:15 o'clock 
this morning and turned her blunt 
nose from the Masachusetts coast out 
to sea in a wide swing toward Nova 
Scotia and Newfoundland. 

At 10:15 o’clock this morning the re- 
turning voyager passed over the steam- 
er Laconia at a point 90 miles south- 
west of Cape Sable, Nova Scotia, while 
at 2 p. m. she reported her position 
as about 112 miles southeast of Cape 
Sable. The ship was then averaging 
67 miles an hour and the weather was 
reported clear. She was about 980 
. Miles from Lakehurst and hoped to 

reach her home port, Friedrichshafen, 
by Wednesday noon. 


Squalls Reported Ahead, 


The great dirigible, which for 6,000 
- miles had struggled with adverse winds 
* on her trip to the United States swing- 
ing in a wide lane over the southern 
route by way of Madeira, the Azores 
and Bermuda, was on the steamship 
course from Boston to southern Eng- 
land, and cvhere was every indication 
that Dr. Hugo Eckener would follow 
the normal northern route. This is 
somewhat south of the direct Great 
Circle course followed by Col. Charles 
A. Lindbergh in his historic flight to 
Paris last year. 

While weather conditions were re- 
ported more favorable over the south- 
ern course toward the Azores, there 
were favoring tail winds to the north 
which Dr. Eckener apparently was de- 
termined to use to their full advantage. 
Weather reports compiled in New York 
indicated that the ship would encoun- 


tér shifting winds and squally condi- 
tions as she got farther out to séa. 

It was shortly before 2 o'clock this 
morning when the Graf Zeppelin, tug- 
ging at her leashes in the huge hangar 
at Lakehurst, N. J., where for two weeks 
she had lain“side by side with the 
American dirigible Los Angeles, also a 
product of the Zeppelin works, slowly 
slid through the great doors and 
emerged into the moonlit morning. 
More than 300 sailors hauled the great 
ship into the night and at 1:54 a. m. 
she was off. 


St. Louis Youth Stowaway. 


Down on her lists were 21 pase 
sengers, including one woman, and & 
crew of 40. But there was one more 
passenger—a stowaway. He was dis- 
covered at 6 o’clock this morning, just 
as the ship was nosing her way through 
the sky past the American coast bound 
over the ocean. 

First news of his finding came in a 
dispatch to a Berlin newspaper from its 
representative aboard the dirigible. He 
was described as a “17-year-old” blonde 
American youth and there was nothing 
in the message to indicate that his 
presence had caused chagrin, although 
the danger of stowaways was one that 
Dr. Eckener had been guarding against 
carefully. 

The stowaway was Clarence Ter- 
hune, a 19-year-old caddy, whose home 
is in St. Louis. “St. Louis,” as he was 
known at the Rye Country Club, 
where he worked during the summer, 
left Rye last Friday with a hint that 
he was adventure bound. He had $50 
in his pocket, his savings for the 
season,

Just as stowaways aboard 
steamships, it is highly likely that 
Clarence will be working his way 
across, though it is doubtful if there 
can be much for him to do other 
than help the chef in the Graf Zep- 
pelin’s fancy galley. 

But Clarence is not the only Amer- 
ican aboard. There are three United 
States Navy officers aboard as guest 
observers of the homeward flight, 
They are Commander M. R. Pierce, 
executive officer of the Lakehurst 
Naval Air Station; Lieut. G. W. Settle, 
engineer officer of the Los Angeles, 
and Lieut. C. E. Bauch, watch officer 
of the Los Angeles and flight officer 
of the station. 

In addition there are Mrs. Clara 
Adams, Tannersville, Pa., wife of 
George LL. Adams, retired business 
man; Donald M. Castro, of Columbus, 
Ohio; Joseph D. Jessel, of New York 
City; Col. Allen Miller, New York and 
London financier, and Paul M. Marko, 
of Brooklyn, N. Y.

The R-34 carried on her round trip 
to this country 31 men, Including 
Seaeys stowaway, and a pet cat, “azz.” 


New York, Oct. 20 (N.Y.W.N.S.).—It's 
not that Clarence was particularly in- 
terested in aviation. It’s simply that 
he had nevér been to Germany. 

This is his landlady’s explanation of 
why Clarence Terhune, 19 years old, 
concealed himself aboard the Graf Zep- 
pelin at the naval air station at Lake- 
hurst and is now traveling eastward 
across the Atlantic in the great dirigi- 
ble, a stowaway. 

Clarence is a St. Louis boy, who, un- 
ti] three months ago lived there with 
his brother-in-law and half sister, Mr. 
and Mrs. George M. Hall. 

“The little devil; it’s just like him,” 
Hall exclaimed today when he heard 
about the youth’s adventure. “He's 
been doing things like that for two 
years, but this is the biggest job he 
ever undertook.” 

Terhune is the son of Charles Ter- 
hune, a barber, who killed his wife and 
himself at their home July 12. At that 
time the boy was a stowaway on a ship 
in the Pacific. 

Terhune was born and reared in St. 
Louis, according to Hall, and attended 
the public schools there until two years 
ago, when he was seized by the wan- 
derlust and undertook to hitch-hike to 
San Francisco and back. He spent sev- 
eral months on the journey and be- 
came s0 deeply imbued with the spirit 
of adventure that he remained at home 
only for brief periods. 

He roamed from one section of the 
country to another, pursuing the oc- 
cupation of caddy from time to time. 

Five months ago he suddenly went 
to the Pacific Coast again and at San 
Francisco slipped onto a Government 
cruiser and was carried to Nome, Alaska, 
and back. 

He came back to St. Louis three 
months ago, established himself ut 
Hall’s apartment and after ten days 
vanished again. His relatives heard no 
more until they saw the newspapers 
today.

Wireless messages received 
many from the commander of the 
dirigible indicated that a favorable 
west wind had enabléd him to main- 
tain an hourly speed of 150 to 160 
kilometers (92 to 99 miles) in the 
early part of the filght.

Declares He Called Nominee 
Unfit at Convention in 
Kansas City. 


GIVES TALK AT GARY, IND. 


Gary, Ind., Oct. 29 (A.P.).—Senator 
James A. Reed invaded the Calumet 
industrial district, Indiana Republican 
stronghold, tonight and unleashed 32 
hours and 30 minutes of oratory as- 
sailing Herbert Hoover and pléeading 
for religious tolerance. 

The Missouri Democrat prologued 
his speech with a few remarks directed 
at Dr. Hubert Work, chairman of the 
Republican national committee, whom 
he said he had just heard talk over 
the radio “without saying one single 
word about renewing the Elk Hills oil 
lease.” 

Senator Reed used as part of his 
challenge of Hoover's qualificftions for 
the Presidency quotations he attributed 
tu Republican leaders, among them the 
vice presidential nominee, who, Reed 
said, had described Hoover as “utterly 
unfit to hold office” Iast June at the 
Republican convention. He said if 
Hoover was not a British subject he 
“was 80 near to one they had to get a 
ceftificate to show that he wasn’t.” 

Sénator Reed charged that Hoover 
“waited until he was 46 years old to cast 
his first ballot as an American citizen, 
after spending 23 years abroad,” and he 
spoke of the Republican nominee as “a 
British Liberal, who changed to an 
American Democrat after returning 
from abroad, only to become later a 
Républican and his party’s choice for 
President.” 

The Missouri! senator repeated charges 
that Hoover had fixed the price of 
wheat during the war and sought to 
hold it down, “making the farmer buy 
his goods at war level prices without 
being permitted to sell at war level 
prices.” 

Senator Reed asked why Hoover had 
sat silently in the Cabinet while Re- 
publicans were participating in the oil 
scandals without voicing a protest. 

The senator appealed for religious 
tolerance, citing the part Catholics, 
Jews and Protestants have played in 
the building of the Nation and declar- 
ing he “couldn't see how any sane man 
could be afraid of the Pope.” 

He returned to Chicago, where he Is 
to speak tomorrow. 


California U. Head Hits 
Faculty Ad for Smith 


Berkeley, Calif., Oct. 20 (A.P.).—An 
advertisement signed by 40 members of 
the faculty of the University of Calli- 
fornia in which they indorsed the can- 
didacy of Gov. Alfred E. Smith of New 
York for the Presidency, drew criticism 
from President W. W. Campbell today. 
The advertisement appeared in the 
Berkeley Gazette.

HAGUE INQUIRY CASE 
POES TO CRAND JURY 


Senator Calls Attention to: 
Mayor’s Refusal to Honor 
Subpena. 


IS CITED FOR CONTEMPT 


Trenton, N. J., Oct. 29 (A.P.).—Sena- 
tor Clarence E. Case, chairman of the 
legislative inve-’!gation commission, 
and Prosecutor Charles H. English to- 
day presented to the Mercer County 
grand jury evidence in connection with 


the refusal of Mayor Frank Hague, of 
Jersey City, to appear before the com- 
mittee in answer to a subpeéna, 

Hague, who also is a vice chairman of 
the National Democratic committee. 
earlier was cited for contempt in refus- 
ing to appear before the Case legislative 
investigating committee. 

The citation was doubled when 
assemblyman Barrett, member of the 
committee, moved that Hague’s action 
be placed before the bar of legislature 
which reconvenes November 19. The 
motions were carried by a vote of 4 to 
2, a strictly party vote. 

In a letter read to the committee de- 
clining to appear, the mayor held him- 
self answerable to the committee’s sub- 
pena “as well as any other individual,” 
but declared he refused “to become 4 
victim of your present political maneu- 
vering.” The letter quoted an item 
published in a Newark newspaper in 
which Senator Case said it would be 
“uwnfair’/to éall the mayor on the eve 
of the élection. 


Not Evasive, He Says. 


“r do not want the impression cre- 
ated,” the letter said, “that I am trying 
to evade the answering of any questions 
necause, after all, they can just as well 
be answered after election as they can 
before election. 

“If you will now fix the date imme- 
diately after election I will then gladly 
answer your questions, as I have been 
ready to do since July.” 

The letter recited the fact that the 
committeé was created last April and 
that when Hague was subpénaed July 
16 he was obliged to wait until 30 min- 
utes before adjournment before being 
called. 

“Since that time,” the mayor wrote, 
“44% months have elapsed. It is now 
evident that you delayéd calling me un- 
til the eve of an important election. 
The délay until this later date can not 
be construed for any other than politi- 
cal reasons.” 

The Case committee was appointed by 
the 1928 legislature to investigate the 
conduct and operation of any depart- 
ment or office of State, county or mu- 
nicipal government. It received the 
power to subpena witnesses or records 
The membership of the commission is 
overwhelmingly Republican. 


Partisan Assault Charged. 


Since its creation the commission has 
devoted all but a few hours of its time 
to the investigation of the affairs of 
Hudson County, home of Gov. A. Harry 
Moore as well as the seat of Hague’s 
leadership.

Chicago, Oct. 29 (A.P.).—Western 
headquarters of the Republican una- 
tional committee here today made pub- 
lic a corespondence between James J.

FUMES Of SUBWAY 
TRAIN CAUSE: PANIC 


Thirty Passengers Overcome 
by Vapors From Mysterious 
Can or Liquid. 


OTHERS HURT IN CRUSH 


New York, Oct. 29 (N.Y.W.N.S.).— 
Fumes from a two-gallon can of fluid. 
believed to have been a mixture of 
alcohol and shellac, caused a small 
panic on a southbound local eight-car 
Interborough West Side subway train. 
as it neared the Columbus Circle sta- 
tion at 8:55 a. m. today. About 30 
men and women were partly overcome 
by the fumes, or slightly injured tn 
the struggle to reach the doors when 
the train came to a stop. 

Three were removed to hospitals. 
Others, after receiving first aid treat- 
ment in the Circle Theater and two 
drug stores, all nearby, went to their 
homes. Most of them tomplained that 
their eyes stung and their throats were 
parched.

‘Cesar: Says Presence Helps 
Prosperity and Finance 
of Country. 


MOVE LAID TO COUP PLAN 


That the Nicaraguan government 
would welcome the continued presence 
of American Marines in Nicaragua fol-

The Graf Zeppelin is well on her way to 
riedrichshafen after having crossed the At- 
antic safely, against great odds. No one can 
doubt that giant dirigibles are to become regu- 
lar ocean transports as well as naval adjuncts, 
ihe superiority of the dirigible over the air- 
plane for ocean transport is so obvious as to 
require no comment. 

- But for the persistence of Rear Admiral 
«Moffett the United States would be behindhand 
“in the development of this most useful form 
of air transport. He has impressed his faith 

in the dirigible upon the Navy Department and 
< upon Congress, and in due time the United 
States will possess two dirigibles greater than 
. the Graf Zeppelin. They will belong to the 
Navy, and therefore they will not be avail- 
able for commerce; but the demonstration of 
their efficiency will doubtless induce private 
. enterprise to build dirigibles for commercial 
. Durposes, 

‘If ocean commerce is to be carried on by 
‘means of dirigibles, the vessels should be 
: owned, built, and operated by American citi- 
“zens, and should be available for use by the 
-Spvernment in an emergency. It would be 
“unwise for Americans to invest in foreign air- 
’ ships which would become auxiliaries of for- 
aelgn navies in time of war. No one who saw 
~the Graf Zeppelin over the Capitol could have 
»iailed to be impressed by the war potentialities 
“of the vessel. The air-raid tests in London 
#and Paris during recent months have shown 
LOW difficult it is to establish an effective de- 
« tense against attack by dirigibles flying at im- 
* inense heights. The sky is as spacious as the 
#sea, and in the future the defense of nations 
must include airy fleets that can go out and 
engage an enemy air force. 

, The best method of developing national air 
‘ defenses at present is to build naval and Army 
* dirigibles and planes, training pilots, and or- 
* vanizing commercial air transport in such 
“fashion as to make it readily an auxiliary of 
the military and naval forces when needed. 
“Pilots should be enlisted in a national air re- 
/gerve, @ merchant marine officers and men 
“are enrolled in the naval reserve. The Gov- 
“ernment should encourage aviation and diri- 
¥gible navigation, and should discourage the 
“investment of American capital'in air trans- 
“port that is subject to become part of a for- 
‘eign war force. American money invested in 
“foreign air enterprises may turn out to be a 
‘contribution toward the dropping of bombs 
‘upon the investors’ heads. 

* The air was pioneered by Americans. It 
“belongs as much to Americans as to foreigners. 
“It is a heritage of limitless possibilities, and 
‘should be seized and enjoyed by Americans, 
‘for the profit and defense of America, to the 
“fullest extent. 
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e THE NEW CALENDAR. 


Through a special committee the National 
“Industrial Council, an organization compcsed 
“of representatives of State manufacturers’ as- 
‘sociations throughout the United States, has 
‘been studying the matter of calendar simplifi- 
‘eation. At a meeting of the council last week 
the committee reported that business favored 
‘the change. It is apparent that the project of 
‘ealendar reform has made rapid strides of late, 
but there remains a long road to be traveled 
before the simplified calendar can be adopted. 
. The simplified calendar has much to com- 
‘mend it. By providing thirteen months of fuur 
“weeks each business would have a method of 
‘keeping track of time by which accurate com- 
‘parisons would at all times be possible. Every 
Snonth would begin on the same day. Sundays 
always would fall on the Ist, the 8th, the 15th 
‘and the 22d of the month, and other days of 
the week likewise would have invariable num- 
hers. Thus there would be created an unvary- 
ing unit of measurement by which all opera- 
tions in which the time element enters could 
‘be compared accurately one with the other. 
‘As compared with the present unscientific 
‘calendar with its months varying in length 
trom 28 to 31 days the simplified calendar 
jrould be a great improvement, |

THE BIG REGISTRATION. 


It is easy enough to explain why the regis- 
tration this year has exceeded the 43,000,000 
mark. The issues and candidates appeal to 
the public. Through the medium of the radio 
more persons have been privileged to occupy 
front row electioneering seats than ever be- 
fore. The get-out-the-vote movement has borne 
fruit. There may be other explanations, but 
these three are the major ones. 

Of the 43,000,000 men and women who have 
qualified themselves to participate in the elec- 
tion some 15 per cent, if previous experience 
holds true, will fail to appear at the polls. This 
would bring the vote a week from today to 
above 35,500,000, an increase of some 6,500,- 
000 over that of 1924. It is estimated that 
women will cast 35 or 40 per cent of the total 
vote, a proportion great enough to place in 
their hands the balance of power. 

For some time the fact that a large propor- 
tion of the eligible electorate failed to register 
its choice at the polls has been a matter of 
concern. In 1896 it was estimated that 80 per 
cent of the eligible vote was cast. By 1908 
the figure had shrunk to 66 per cent, and in 
1912, although three parties had waged relent- 
less battle, but 62 per cent of the eligible vote 
was cast. In 1920 and 1924 the figures had 
shrunk to less than 50 per cent. This year, 
however, it is expected that the percentage of 
eligible votes cast will be very large. 

Just what percentage the 43,000,000 regis- 
tration figure represents of the total eligible 
electorate can not be established. William 
Tyler Page, clerk of the House of Representa- 
tives, estimates that the total eligible vote 
‘may not exceed 45,000,000."" The number of 
citizens of voting age in the United States, he 
points out, according to the census of 1920 
wgs 54,400,000, and this figure naturally has 
increased during the intervening years. Reg- 
istration and other qualifications prerequisite 
to voting serve to reduce the figure, however, 
and Mr. Page believes that 45,000,000 may 
represent the total eligible electorate. Upon 
this basis more than 90 per cent of the total 
eligible electorate has qualified itself for vot- 
ing, and if 38,000,000 ballots are cast, as he 
helieves not unlikely, approximately 85 per 
cent of the electorate will have participated in 
the election. 


A 200-INCH TELESCOPE. 


No announcement recently made in the 
field of science commands such wide interest 
as that which tells of an appropriation by the 
International Education Board for the con- 
struction of an astrophysical. laboratory and 
observatory that will outrank any similar 
equipment in the world, in connection with the 
California Institute of Technology. The pro- 
pesed 200-inch reflecting telescope will pene- 
trate the skies to reaches as yet unexplored. 
A laboratory equipped for the study and in- 
terpretation of data obtained, also will out- 
rank any other in the world. Thus the new 
installation promises to play an important part 
in illuminating the hitherto unsolved questicns 
of space which center in the work of such out- 
standing pioneers as Einstein, Lowell, Michel- 
son and Millikin. The scientific world will 
seek to bring to a focus through this new 
equipment inquirles now being made into 
such problems as the nature of space, radia- 
tion, the cosmic rays, and the process of cre- 
ating matter. 

Speculative and investigational enterprise 
has done much toward raising these questions 
and proposing for them tentative answers. 
The building of this telescope will bring many 
“island universes’? within the field of observa- 
tion, and rid of some of their mystery the 
spiral nebulae, besides opening more widely the 
gates of understanding of profound chemical 
questions which revolve about the bodies 
which are millions of light years from the 
earth. Millions of celestial bodies previously 
unknown will be added through the telescope 
to the charts of scientists who specialize in 
platting the stars. 

The physical task of making the crystal 
quartz lens will be fraught with difficulty, for 
it must be ground to within an accuracy of one- 
five-hundred-thousandths of an inch.’ Every 
precaution will be taken against jar or flow, 
which would mar the trueness of the lens. 
With the physical defects reduced to the 
barest minimum, or wholly eliminated, the 
new lens when finished will add 500,000,000 
more stars to the 1,000,000,000 already known, 
and will aid in the measurement of light, 
around which revolve questions as to the na- 
turé of space and whether the universe is, 
after all, finite and renewing itself, 

The origin of matter is the chief question 
which lies within the probable field of survey 
by scientists who with the new telescope will 
be able to explore the regions of hitherto un- 
sounded space, 


A PARESIS CURE. 


Paresis appears to be the latest of the “fell 
maladies which afflict mankind,” as it was 
described at the meeting of the Central 
Neuropsychiatric Association, at Madison, 
Wis., to which research has applied itself with 
apparent success. “Drug 115” may become a 
numerical designation to rank with some 
others in the numerical parlance of the craft 
because of its revolutionizing service to suf- 
ferers. Paresis, which is usually applied to 
paralysis that affects motion but not sensa- 
tion, has always been one of the prime horrors 
of the range of afflictions that bear heavily 
upon those of riper years. Drs. Lovenhart and 
Lorenz have announced to the world of medi- 
cine that they have effectually treated paresis 
in the centra) nervous system, 

It is interesting to note the relationship 
between paresis and sleeping sickness, a 
malady which goes back to the days of old, 
when men fell into swoons and were “held in 
sleep.”” The drug for the cure of the one 
disease is that which has been carried by Dr. 
Warren Stratman-Thomas to Africa for com- 
bating sleeping sickness in the region infesied 
by the tsetse fly. 

In case this new drug treatment shall be 
found generally effectual there will have been 
provided a method for the destruction of a 
germ whose presence in the system. is held 
accountable for paralysis, and probably in 
different forms of its action, sleeping sickness 


and certain kinds of delusional insanity. Just 
ye in Sea ' 
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as erysipelas and blood poisoning may arise 
from the same germ differently opérative, fo 
it appears to be in this case. Hence the dis- 
covery would be hailed as one of the most 
servicéable to mankind, ridding him from en- 
slavement to motor paralysis, in its true form, 
and in its associated expression of sleeping 
sickness: and also saving from the asylum 


some of those whose delusions have been be-~* 


gotten by infection, rather than from funda. 
mental brain disorders. 


CONSTITUTION HALL. 


The Daughters of the American Revolution 
will mark another advance today by the lay- 
ing of the corner stone of their auditorium, 
Constitution Hall.

Turks were followed by the defeat in the 
World War and the invasion by Greece. The

Kemal 
Pasha, under every handicap that could: be 
piled upon him, organized an army and drove 
the Greeks into the sea.

He cast it aside 
utterly, and from that day to this has amazed 
the world by modernizing Turkey. The fez 
and the veil are gone; the old Arabic alphabet 
is going; the old capital is superseded by a

American city; up-to-date farming methods 
are forced upon the farmers; roads are being 
constructed; and new life is evident in Turk- 
ish enterprises of all kinds.

DIRECT MARKETING. 

Middlemen seem to be in jeopardy by the 
growing practice of merchants to do their 
buying direct. Present day conveniences for 
direct trading have entered into the new eyua- 
tion, the working out of which can not fail 
to promote the interests of the consumer both 
in the selection of wares and the price pald 
for them. Merchants are now solicited di- 
rectly by the producer, 

In Australia direct trading between the mer- 


chant and the producer has reached an ad- « 


vanced stage. The producers mostly concerned 
are the textile manufacturers of America. The 
direct trading between the American mills 
and the merchants is a process furthered by 
need of wider markets. Australia has re- 
sponded to American solicitation and the coun- 
try is breaking open to direct relations with 
the American producer, with the middleman 
eliminated. Astute competition is always to 
be looked for, and in this case Japanese tex- 
tiles are sharing the new approaches to the 
Australian retailers. 

An expert observer sums the matter up 
thus: “Viewing the world market generally, 
it is evident that the direct method is gaining 
in popularity at the expense of the intermedi- 
ary dealer, : who once virtually dominated the 
trade.”” The American manufacturer is fur- 
nishing experience for the American farmer, 
who can vastly widen his home market and 
open up new demand abroad by collective 
distribution and direct selling. American mer- 
chants are thronging the collective purchasing 
field, and are buying at home and abroad the 
goods for which they formerly paid tribute to 
the purchasing class of middlemen. It is sig- 
nificant to note that here again as in other 
fields of modern trading, the American busi- 
ness man is affording instruction to the world, 
and leveling up the prosperity of the con- 
sumer, while paying to the producer a larger 
percentage of profit that formerly went to 
the middleman.

She 
died in London in August, 1923. Will- 
iam Leeds, her son by her first marriage, 
married Princess Xenia of Russia in 
October, 1921.

Child Labor Law Gets 
School Worker’s Praise 


Batisfaction with the provisions of 
the child labor law of the District, 
which has been in operation since 
July 1, was expressed yesterday by Miss 
Fay Bentley, director of school attend- 
ance, in an address before the clasg for 
volunteers in social work at the Y. W. 
C. A. Her chief objection to the pres- 
ent law, she said, is that it does not 
provide for annual physical examina- 
tions of children who are working. 

Of the 1,623 children under 16 years 
of age who have been granted permits 
under the new law, 498 were found to 
have physical defects which required 
treatment before permits could be is- 
sued, she declared.

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MOTHER ACQUITTED. 
OF LARCENY CHARGE 


Mrs. Emma Green, of Seat

KIN WILL BE TRIED AGAIN 


Mrs. Emma Green, mother of two 
children, was acquitted yesterday in 
circuit court at Marlboro of charges of 
burglary, larceny, receiving stolen goods 
and housebreaking. The charges were 
preferred as the result of a raid more 


than a year ago by Prince Georges 
or on her home in Seat Pleasant,

The police, led by Sheriff Charles S. 
Early, found enough clothing, jewelry, 
furniture and other articles to load a 
five-ton truck, they said. Mrs. Green, 
her husband, Henry Green, a brother- 
in-law, Joseph Green, Lewis Seltzer and 
a Noble were arrested in the 
raid. 

The property was taken to the 
Eleventh Precinct Police Station House 
in Washington, where the men also 
were lodged. The woman was taken to 
the House of Detention, where she was 
held for several weeks, later being 
turned over to the Maryland authori- 
ties. She and the others of the party 
were indicted by the April grand jury 
at Upper Marlboro. Three of them, the 
husband, Seltzer and Noble, are still 
in the District jail awaiting their sec- 
ond trial on charges of housebreaking, 
larceny, receiving stolen goods and 
burglary. 

A jury which tried them last spring

Accomplishments 


Legislation 


During the past seven years approximately 400 laws have been enacted 
in the interest of the veterans of our nation. The large majority of these 
laws have been introduced by Republicans, and in every case it has been 
the votes of the Republican members of Congress that have passed these 
measures. The Veterans’. Bureau itself is a creation of the Republican 
party and a striking example of that constructive legislation which has 
characterized the history of the party in its dealings with ex-service men. 
There have been 136 amendments to the War Risk Insurance Act, and 19 
amendments to the original Adjusted Compensation Act. The amendments 
to the War Risk Insurance Act increased the beneficiaries from 114,000 to 
842,000.

senting insurance in the amount of $712,454,000, whereas in May, 1919, 


4,529,889 policies were in force from the total of 4,761,071 in the armed 


forces during the war. Over 4,000,000 men had dropped their insurance 
policies previous to December, 1920, which was partly due to the incompe- 
tent and indifferent administration of this War Risk Insurance, by the 
Democratic administration. The amendments to the law made by the 
Republican Congress and the campaign of education instituted by the 
Veterans’ Bureau has increased the number of policies as of June 30, 1928, 
to 660,108, aggregating $3,111,994,905. 


ITospitalization 


The Democratic administration which ended in 1921, had exercised but 
little foresight concerning the care of the thousands of disabled soldiers 
that were returned to this country. On March 4, 1921, these disabled men 
were distributed in 1525 contract hospitals. Conditions were intolerable, 
and after protests from veterans’ organizations and members of Congress, 
a Committee headed by Charles G. Dawes, now Vice President, was 
appointed to study this matter. Today, the Government has either pur- 
chased or constructed, since March 4, 1921, 28 hospitals, and under Repub- 
lican leadership has appropriated $118,303,000 for this purpose. As a 
result of these appropriations the program of hospitalization carried out 
under Republican administration is the most up to date, scientific and 
humanitarian hospitalization in the world. Up to March 4,1921, in the 
contract hospitals 55,768 men had been hospitalized; since then 338,888 
have been cared for. There are today in the 94 government owned, con- 
structed and operated hospitals 23,876 men. These hospitals have 29,646 
available beds. There are 2,263 service men being given temporary emer- 
gency treatment in civil and State hospitals. Recent legislation by Republi- 
can Congress has made hospitalization available to the veterans of all wars, 
regardless of whether their disability was attributable to military service. 


Adjusted Compensation 


The Adjusted Compensation Act was enacted by the first session of the 
60th Congress. Under the provisions of this act and the amendments 
thereto, there have been adjudicated 3,508,549 claims for benefits in the 


aggregate sum of $3,408,643,666. The Republican Congress in May, 1928, 


passed the last amendment to extend the time to file applications. Since 
that time ‘75,000 applications have been received. About 70 world war 
veterans are dying every day, whose beneficiaries are being paid an average 
of $1,000 each, when it is most needed. The Veterans’ Bureau have made 


to March, 1928, 616,667 loans on adjusted service certificates, in the value 
of $60,078,476. 


Vocational Training and Civil Service 


Over 179,000 ex-service men received vocational training and over 
128,000 completed this training and are in lucrative employment. 

Up to March 4, 1921, 25,110 veterans had been given positions in the 
Government under Civil Service. From that date under liberal laws and 
executive orders of the Republican administration 96,957 have been placed 
in the Government’s employ. 


Other Than World War Veterans 


Caring for those who fought under the stars and stripes i in the world war

Pianos Startle 
Staid Chiefs of Industry 


A revolution hae occurred in an in- 
dustry noted for its staid conservatism 
and for the solidity, not only of its 
product, but of its ideas. Briefly, 


pianos have been modérnized! 

Last April, a piano manufacturer 
called in three of the leading modern- 
ists in American art, told them he 
wanted something new and gave them 
carte blanche. 

Here is the first real change in 
piano design and construction in more 
than twenty years. Pérhaps the ages 
of the piano may be summed up as 
the harpsichord, the pianoforte, the 
piano, and the “Modernique.” This 
latter is the name given by its manu- 
facturers to the group of three pianos 
designed by the modernists. 

First comes “The Death of Simile,” 
designed by Lee Simonson. This is a 
grand, built up with angular strips of 
white maple, and erected upon a tripod 
base, each leg consisting of an invert- 
ed pyramid of thin, tapering, square 
pieces. There are no curves, the sides 
and front being built up in the man- 
ner of the modern skyscraper. 

Second is “The Lunar Moth,” an 
airy design by Edward J. Steichen. An 
attempt is made to capture the swift 
and shadowy flitting of a moth about 
a light. Weight seems done away with. 
The color is green and tan, with sil- 
ver trimmings. Mirrors are used effec- 
tively. 


The third design is that of Helen 
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Dryden, “Simplicity.” 
an upright, curves are entirely done 
away with. The motif is again that of 
the skyscraper, built up trom heavy 
to lighter masses. The color is a dull 
gray, with a geometric design in sil- 
ver stripes across the high front. 

These three designs, startling in the 
face of conventional piano construc- 
tion, mark the first departure from 
the beaten path, according to Vlirford 
Hendel, factory representative, who 1s 
demonstrating new designs in Wash- 
ington.

$25,000. Friday's saltent will be the 
eifhth Pimlico Futurity, a dash of one 
mile for 2-year-olds. On Saturday the 
twelfth Manly Memorial, a steeplechase 
of two miles and a half for 4-year-olds 
anid over, is listed. 

The Pimlico Futurity is the second 
Tichést of American product races. It 
vtelds only to the old Futurity, which 
the Coney Island Jockey Club insti- 
tuted at Sheepshead Bay in 1888, the 
Setatoga Association revived at Sara- 
toga in 1910, 1913 and 1914, there be- 
ing no racing in New York in 1911 
and 1912, and the Westchester Asso- 
ciation adopted for its Belmont Park 
fal! racing in 1915. 

With an added money value of $25,- 
000, the old Futurity has become a 
#100,000 race. Nomination fees and 
sundry forfeits swell it hugely. Last 
year’s revival, grossed at $118,000, the 
share of Anita Peabody, the winner, be- 
ing $92,690. 


High Strung. a prospective start- 
ey in the Pimlico Futurity, added 
$07,790 to the already sufficient 
Bank balance of Marshall Field, 
merchant prince of Chicago, New 
York, London and Paris, when he 
won the last renewal—the thirty- 
eighth—after a long, hard drive, 
with “Bath House” John Coughlin's 
Roguish Ese. The gross was 
$125,500, 

There is $15,000 more in added money 
~~$40,000—in the Pimlico Futurity 
than in the older race, but neither its 
inaugural nor any of its revivals has 
ever grossed more than $70,000 or paid 
@ winner more than $59,660. The im- 
pending race, however, will run well 
over $70,000, and the winner's share 
wit be above $60,000.

Pimlico, the oldest of 
American courses, is picturesque in set- 
ting and rich in tradition. Situated 
within the corporate limits of Balti- 
more it ts accessible from all sides. But 
it. ts grotesquely inadequate to the 
needs of racing. All old-fashioned mile 
courses are that, and Pimlico ts the 
most old fashioned of all. 


For their fine spring and fali- 
meetings the Maryland Jockey Club 
should have a Belmont Park or an 
Aqueduct, a Saratoga or a Blue 
Bonnets, Calling jumping racing 
at one of these old bullrings 
steeplechases is laughable. The so- 
called steeplechase course at Pim-~- 
Iico Is not a foot longer than 7 fur- 
longs around. 


There are about 1 1500 horses of va- 
rious ages and kinds in Maryland now 
and 3,100 of them will be in quarters 
at Pimlico before Thursday. The others 
will stable and train at Laurel mostly 
It is no job to bri horsee in vans 
the 16 or 17 miles that separate Pim- 
lito > AB Laurel. Maryland's metaled 
roads ere notoriously the best, mile 
for mije, in the country, and the 
psn ge boulevard on which the 

Laurel course lies has betn widened 
to 70 feet for a big part of ‘ta dis- 
tance.

eorrowings from Federal Reserve 
banks in the Richmond Federal Reserve 
UWistrict on October 24 showed an in-

Land for which the Washington and 
Georgetown Gas Light companies paid 
&766,963.58, some of which never has 
been used and probably never will be 
used by the company, should be kept 
in the companies’ land valuation of 
$3,111,520.45, the Public Utilities Com- 
mission was told yesterday when it re- 
sumed gas valuation hearings. 


Bome of the land included in this 
total is owned by the Georgetown Gas 
Light Co., lies between the canal and 
the river near Chain Bridge, and for a 
good part of the year is under water. 
There are 140.67 acres in the plot, for 
which the company claims a value of 
#200 an acre. It paid $20,500 for the 
land. 

Analostan Island, owned by the Wash- 
ington Gas Light Co., could be de- 
veloped as a fine residential center, 
similar to those built along Rock Creek 
Park, the commission was told. It also 
could be develoned as a recreation cen- 
‘er or as an industrial site, the com- 
pany claimed. 


Two Realtors Report. 


The valuation figures for the com- 
panies’ real estate were given by Harold 
F. Doyle and William J. Flather, jr., 
two of a committee of three, from the 
Washington Real Estate Board named 
to appraise the land. Arthur Carr, the 
third member, is to testify later. 

Analostan Island, which never has 
been used by the gas company, was 
valued at $364,000. Seventy-two acres 
on the island were valued at 84,500 
each, and sixteen acres, which are low 
land, were given a value of $2,500 each. 
The company paid $72,785 for the land 
several years ago. 

The real estate appraisers insisted 
that the value they had put on the 
lands was not excessive, pointing out 
that they would have been justified in 
fixing a higher figure for the land 
owned by the company on Tenth and 
™ streets northwest. The Potomac 
mlectric Power Co., they said, had paid 
$25 per square foot for land it bought 
recently on the northeast corner of 
Tenth and E streets. 


$16 a Foot on E Street. 


They had appraised the Tenth street 
svoperty of the gas company, between 
’‘ and E streets, at $16 a foot, and the 

street property, between Ninth and 
‘enth streets, at only $10 a foot. This 

ilue could have been fixed justifiably 
at $20 for the Tenth and from 815 to 
%i17 a foot for the E street property, 
they said. 
Ralph O. Luqueer, engineer employed 
hv the gas company, will resume the

Nor were 
any more carriers found, although the 
work of taking cultures from. the 
throats of all pupils of the schools was 
contanued. 

The schools affected are the Blair, 
Webb, Kingsman and Hayes. Dr. Fowler 
issued orders yesterday that no child 
absent in the course of the examination 
shall be readmitted to school before 
an examination is completed. With the 
completion of the examination and the 
quarantine of all carriers and sick 
children, Dr. Fowler believes spread of 
the disease will have been checked.
